The Grotto

There was hardly room for moie 
than one to kneel before the marble 
altar in the dim light that sifted 
through the tiny stained glass win- 
dow. All around the miniature room 
tile and marble were carefully carved 
in beautiful and fanciful patterns. 
In the quaint old belfry a bird would 
sometimes build its nest, secure from 
ruthless vandals. 


Spring and summer, autumn and 
winter passed and came again many 
times leaving softening and loving 
touches on the rough honeycomb 
rock. The Gothic arch of the roof 
was completely covered with a vel- 
vety blanket of moss and the bed 
of lilies-of-the-valley at the door of 
the little grotto spread and _ thick- 
ened and thrived. But all this time 
something else was happening scarce- 
ly noticed—the shrine was sinking 
lower and lower, until it was finally 
deemed unsafe. The cause was soon 
discovered. The building had been 
erected over a natural spring. 


And so, that the traditions of 
Mary’s grotto might be preserved, 
each stone was carefully removed 
t» a spot a little distant from the 
original site. The shrine will be re- 
stored—just as it has been through 
So Many years. If it is finished by 
spring, the freshman class will prob- 
ably once more adopt it as their es- 
pecial altar for the May processional.
